I need  hardly  say  how  much  I regret  the  severance  of  my  connection  with  the 
Borough  Council  after  such  a long  and  happy  period  of  service.  During  my 
years  of  office  I witnessed  many  changes  in  the  Borough  and  at  the  present  time 
there  is  no  Councillor  or  Official  who  held  office  at  the  time  of  my  appointment:. 

The  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  rath  the  instruct- 
ions from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London) 
Regulations,  1935# 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  no  case  of  infectious 
disease  was  reported  during  the  year  and  there  were  no  infant  deaths. 

The  plans  for  the  joint  sewerage  scheme  were  completed 
during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Ministry* s approval  will  not  be  delayed. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Mayor, 
Alderman,  Councillors  and  Officers  for  their  co-operation  over  the  years.

All 
hospitals  are  now  administred  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
Infectious  cases  are  usually  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Cefn  Hirgoed  although  under  regional! sat ion  specific  cases 
may  be  admitted  to  other  more  convenient  hospitals. 

Medical  and  Surgical  cases  are  admitted  to  any  of  the  Board's 
Hospitals  in  the  area. 

Maternity  cases  normally  enter  the  Bridgend  Hospital,

All  pathological  specimens  are  examined  at  the  Ministry  of

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTMCES  OF  THE  AREAt 


YTater  Supply; - 

The  Borough  Council  is  a constituent  member  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan 
Water  Board  and  their  mains  are  available  throughout  the  area,  98.6  per  cent 
of  the  houses  in  the  area  have  a public  water  supply.  The  supply  is  of  high 
bacterial  quality  but  is  very  hard.  It  is  therefore  notsubject  to  plumho 
solvent  action. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools; - 

The  open  air  swimming  bath  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough  was  not 
used  to  ; ny  great  extent  during  the  year. 

Schools;  - 

There  is  a Grammar  School  and  Elementary  School  in  the  area, 

COATBRIDGE  Grammar  School;  - 

This  is  a sixteenth  century  school  although  the  present  building  was 
erected  in  t847.  Several  additions  have  been  carried  out  in  recent  years 
including  a dining  hall,  gymnasium,  and  additional  classrooms,  A.  part  of  the 
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school  is  housed  at  the  DM'  Hall  which  .abut t a the  nigh  Street, 

The  school  is  provided  with  water  closets,  shower  baths  and  a public  water  supply. 
The  drainage  disposal  arrangements  aire  unsat isf act oiy  and  the  County  Education 
authority  have  for  some  time  had  the  natter  under  consideration.  Presumably 
they  are  not  proceeding  with  a separate  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  hope  that 
the  joublic  sewer  will  be  available  within  a reasonable  time. 


PONTFAEN  Elementary  School; - 

Earth  closets  still  exist  at  this  school  despite  repeated  representat- 
ions made  to  the  County  authorities-.  The  drainage  system  generally  is  also 
inadequate, 

EDUSHTG: 

(a)  New  Housing;  The  Council  were  authorised  to  proceed  with  a 
contract  for  twenty  further  houses  during  the  year.  These  are 
to  be  constructed  at  the  Lines  Housing  Site  and  will  complete 
the  development  of  this  field.

Refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly 
by  a Contractor,  and  disposed  of  at  the  Cowbridge  Rural  District 
Council's  tip  at  Llanmihangel  sone  three  niles  fron  the  Borough.

Seven  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli 
and  one  gave  a positive  result.  This  result  was  reported  to  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  He  examined  all  cows  in  the 
herd  the  same  day  and  isolated  one  cow  which  was  later  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  order.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit,  for  your  consideration  my  last  Annual 
Report  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  After  serving  the  authority 
for  almost  J>0  years  I ceased  to  be  your  Medical  Officer  on  the  31  st  May  last, 

I need  hardly  say  how  much  I regret  the  severance  of  my  connection  with  the 
Borough  Council  after  such  a long  and  happy  period  of  service.  During  my 
years  of  office  I witnessed  many  changes  in  the  Borough  and  at  the  present  time 
there  is  no  Councillor  or  Official  who  held  office  at  the  time  of  my  appointment:. 

The  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instruct- 
ions from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London) 
Regulations,  1935, 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  no  case  of  infectious 
disease  was  reported  during  the  year  and  there  were  no  infant  deaths. 

The  plans  for  the  joint  sewerage  scheme  were  completed 
during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Ministry* s approval  will  not  be  delayed. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen,  Councillors  and  Officers  for  their  co-operation  over  the  years.

Y/ater  Supply;  - 

The  Borough  Council  is  a constituent  member  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan 
Y/ater  Board  and  their  mains  are  available  throughout  the  area,  98.6  per  cent 
of  the  houses  in  the  area  have  a public  water  supply.  The  supply  is  of  high 
bacterial  quality  but  is  very  hard.  It  is  therefore  notsubject  to  pluribo 
solvent  action. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools;- 

The  open  air  swimming  bath  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough  was  not 
used  to  any  great  extent  during  the  year. 

Schools;;  - 

There  is  a Grammar  School  and  Elementary  School  in  the  area, 

COY/BRIDGE  Grammar  School;  - 

This  is  a sixteenth  century  school  although  the  present  building  was 
erected  in  1,847.  Several  additions  have  been  carried  out  in  recent  years 
including  a dining  hall,  gymnasium,  and  additional  classrooms,  4 part  of  the 
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school  is  housed  at  the  Old' Hall  which  abutts.  the  Sigh  Street, 

The  school  is  provided  with  water  closets,  shower  "baths  and  a public  water  supply. 
The  drainage  disposal  arrangements  aire  unsatisfactory  and  the  County  Education 
authority  have  for  some  tine  had  the  natter  under  consideration.  Presumably 
they  are  not  proceeding  with  a separate  sewage  disposal  works  in'  the  hope  that 
the  public  sewer  will  be  available  within  a reasonable  tine, 

POITTFAEN  Elementary  School; - 

Earth  closets  still  exist  at  this  school  despite  repeated  representat- 
ions made  to  the  County  authorities.  The  drainage  system  generally  is  also 
inadequate,
